North Dakota has levied more tax-j 


es since 1916, than in the 27 pre- 
vious years in the state's history, 
•an examination of the tax records 
of the state discloses. 


The total amount of 
taxes, ex- 


clusive of city and village special 
assessments in the last seven .\eurs, 
1917 to 1923, inclusive, is $18X,431,- 
613 as compared to a total of $17?,- 
892,726 in taxes levied in the years 
1890 to 1916, inclusive, according to 
the records of the state tax depart- 
ment.

The per capita tax., 


bowever, shows as large an increase 
in most cases as the total. 


While each North Dakota citizen 


was paying $24.81 in ttx in the year

state taxes increased from $2.20 to 
$6.20. The largest increase in per

taxes was in support of

In the long run, however, these propaganda campaigns 


tend to counteract and neutralize each other. 
. 
For instance, the American people's bread eating is a fifth 


below normal, as a result of food conditions dunng the,* 
war.We are urged to eat more bread, to help the wheat grow- 
er. While, admittedly, it would help the wheat grower and 
we do need more flour in our diet, if we eat more bread we 
certainly are going to eat less of something else. 
What 


helps one branch of farming by increasing demand also in- 
jures other branches by decreasing their sales. 


We can eat just so much—1400 pounds of solids a year 


and about the same amount of liquids.

would be a national calamity. It is 
therefore desirable that we should 


ntinue to raise at least enough of 


the world. It is not fair, therefore, 
to the farmer that the foreign price 
should determine the price for do- 
mestic needs. 
The only permanent 


cure of which I know for this in- 
justice is to be found in the or- 
ganization of 
farmers themselves. 


As Professor Richard T. Ely says of 


I the farmer, in his recent Element)! 
'of Land Economics, "Being unorgan- 


ized, he is the most helpless mem- 
ber of our ecoonmic system (except 
perhaps 
t h p 
so-called ' m i d d l e 


class')." If the producers of each of 
the farm products were thoroughly 
organized they would treat the small 
surplus just as all other producers 
treat an exportable surplus. To be- 
gin with, if they found that they 
could not compete in the market? of 
the world, they -would, through their 
organization, find means to adjust 
production to the probable domestic 
demand. Jf they had miscalculated, 
as they might, owing to the uncer- 
tainty of the season-., and 
found 


they still had a small surplus, they 
would segregate that surplus from 
the great body of the product re- 
quired at home, store it a.< against a 
less bountiful year, or, if it seemtd 
wise, dispose of it as host they could 
in the markets of the world. They 
would not. however, jiermit 
this 


small surplus to reduce the price of 
the total product below the cost of 
production. 
This is 
exactly 
the 


manner in which other business is 
ci.nducted in America 
today. 
Or- 


ganization ha- been the dominant 
factor for a generation in all lines 
of production, distribution and mar- 
beting except as to the farmer alone. 


Millions Competing 


"Agriculture, therefore, finds it- 


self with its millions of members 
freely competing among themselves 
•while it is obliged to sell its prod- 
ucts in a highly organized indus- 
trial and commercial world. Now, if 


tho farmer* are to put themielvca 
upon terms of equality with the 
groat Industries of the country, they 
too must organize. • The 
problems 


which prcm hardest upon them to- 
day are concerned with tho market- 
ing of their products ..at a 
price 


which will enable them to live and 
to BO on producing. They must find 
some way to restore tho proper re- 
lationship between the prices they 
receive for their products and 
the 


prices they pay for other commodi- 
ties. The devotee of the lalsscz fair? 
philosophy insists that in process of 
time,' under the operation of eco- 
nomic laws alone, this relationship 
will be restored. 
Perhaps 
ho It 


right. Tho last report of the secre- 
tary of Agriculture states that dur- 
ing the last year ten per cent of 
the farms In Michigan alone have 
been abandoned and thirteen' per 
cent more only 
partially worked. 


Only the other day the county agent 
in one of the counties in Indiana 
told me that last year three hun- 
dred and twenty farms in his gountv 
alone law idle. 
Indeed, 1 think I 


may safely say that there is not an 
agricultural state in the country in 
which there are not at the u-c.,imt 
time fallow fields. As things stand, 
this tendency will continue 
until 


farm production will fall so 
low 


that there will be a real scarcity 
of farm products and farm prices 
will rise to an even higher level 
than would be desirable. 
In 
the 


meantime a large portion 
of 
thtf 


farm population will go bankrupt. 
Certainly this is not a pleasing pro- 
spect from the standpoint of cither 
the producer or the consumer of 
farm products!
